My First Ride on ail Ice-Yacht. 


TnE speed of tho ice-boat is incredi­ 
ble, and it w ill when sailing across the 
wind go faster than the gale that pro­ 
pels it. 
This seeming paradox has been 
so clearly shown that I shall pot take 
the space to explain it now. 
The reason for the amazing numbers 
I of ice-boats is because anybody with a 
hammer and saw and a few boards can 
make one. 
Even the largest of them 
are not expensive except as far as the 
sail is concerned. 
Toronto Bay is about three miles wide 
and seven or eight miles long, at least 
those were about its dimensions when I 
was there quite a few j ears ago. 
A 
long low sandy island keeps out the 
waves of Lake Ontario and jus there is 
! no current the bay has nothing to do 
J when winter sets in, but freeze, and it 
generally stays frozen until navigation 
is oj>en everywhere else. 
I only had one ride on an ice-yacht, 
but I remember the trip with tolerable 
clearness. 
There is nothing quite so bright and ■ 
fresh—especially the latter—as a stu­ 
dent who is takmg in his first experi­ 
ence of city life. 
Two of us in this cal­ 
low condition had trotted down the 
crisp frozen street to the Esplanade, 
where Toronto tunis out to see the 
skaters and the ice-yachts. 
A gay par­ 
ty of four were just hoisting the big tri­ 
angular sail of a yacht that lay on the 
ice at the wharf. The Captain marked 
us as his prey. 
“ Have a nde over to Ute island, gen­ 
tlemen F ' 
The delicately-applied flattery w hich 
ho disguised in the W'ord “ gentlemen” 
captured us, and my comrade answered 
for both and said: “ We would be most 
happy.” 
Wo sprang down on the ice and took 
our places on the triangular framework. 
There were no seats, unless the cross 
I scantlings could be so called; some sat 
I on those and some on the flooring. One 
I of tho men shoved around the sharp 
I end of the triangle, which had Axed at 
I the point a movable skate attached to a 
j lever, after tho manner of the helm of 
a sail-boat. 
At each other point of the 
j triangle was a Axed skate, aud from 
between them rose the mast. 
The man 
pushed the ice-yacht out from the lea 
of the wharf and sprang on board. The 
wind merely touched the sail, yet wTe 
slid along faster than some boys w ho 
were skating could keep with us. 
One 
urchin asked if he might hang on. 
He 
I was given a cordial permission, and ho 
held the point of the triangle, and 
placing his feet together, skated along 
without any exertion. 
The instant we 
were out of the influence of tile ware­ 
houses, the boatshot ahead like athing 
of life. The man at the w heel winked 
at his companions, and suddenly veered 
the boat around. This wras for the ben­ 
efit of the boy on skates. 
Instead of 
tumbling over, however, he slid out at 
right angles, triumphant, kept his feet 
like a little man, and found time to 
make a derisive motion with his hand. 1 
He had been there before. 
Now7 that the gale struck us the speed 
became terrific. 
We two held on by 
the timbers, but were laughed at by ; 
our companions, who, accustomed to 
the motion, sat unconcerned. 
Every 
now7 and then a patch of snow would be 
encountered that perceptibly lessened 
the speed, arni when a 1)4nit struck a 
patch it was with difficulty that we 
kept our places. 
We skimmed among 
the other yachts anti threated lie- 
tween 
skaters 
in 
ti 
way 
that 
made freedom from accident marvel­ 
ous. 
Most of the time one skate 
rarely touched the ice, merely dipping 
down on the crystal surface rn av and 
then to flirt a white flake of spun ice 
from the glistening blade. 
I was in a 
constant terror that the Itoat would uj>- j 
set, which. I gathered from the con- j 
versation of the boatmen, was a frequent 
occurrence. 
We now rapidly neared 
the island. 
“Where do you wish to land, gentle­ 
men?” asked the wheelsman. 
My friend was past speaking, so I 
answered: “Oh, anywhere; we’re not 
particular.” 
“All rteht,” ho cried, making straight 
for the island until within a few rods of 
it, when he suddenly turned the helm 
about at right angles. 
Natural philosophy has taught mc 
that the ice-boat must have very hastily 
left her course when the helm was 
changed. I therefore firmly believe to 
this day that she did change, but per­ 
sonally I have no knowledge of the fact. 
I wasn’t a-goiug to change my course 
merely because the boat did. 
I kept 
right on, and I will do my friend the 
justice to say that he stuck by me. 
We slid the remainder of the distance 
to the island, rapidly assuming new

Workers in hair show a small octagon 
box, w ith a fring of hair hanging from 
it. 
Kite-makers use as a sign a cuttle- I 
fish, both kite and fish being known as 
toko. 
A ma, or swcet-cake, dealers ex­ 
hibit a painting of Fujiyama. 
Many ; 
other signs, as may be imagined, are | 
employed by the Japanese shopkeepers i 
to illustrate the nature of their occupa- | 
tions. 
To explain these would bo, for 
various reasons, impracticable hero.—

I suggestion of Athene, Epeius and Pan- 
i opeus constructed a hollow wooden 
horse, capacious enough to contain one 
| hundred men. 
In this horse the most 
I eminent of the (Jreek heroes concealed 
! themselves, while the whole Greek 
arm}7, having burned their tents and 
j pretended to give up the siege, sailed 
| aw ay with their ships, which they an- 
J chored behind Tenedos. 
Overjoyed to 
; see themselves finally relieved, the Tro­ 
jans issued from the city anti wondered 
at the stupendous horse, on which w7as 
written that it was dedicated to Athene 
by tile departing Greeks. 
They w7ere 
not long at a loss w hat to do with it; 
and the anxious heroes from within 
heard their consultations, as well as tho 
voice of Helen when she pronounced 
the name of each hero, counterfeiting 
the accent of his w ife’s \7oicc. 
Some 
desired to bring it into the city and to 
dedicate it to tiro gods; others advised 
distrust at the enemy's legacy. 
Lao- 
coon, the priest of Poseidon, came with 
his two sons, and, in his indignation, 
; thrust his sj>ear against the horse. The 
sound revealed that the horse was hol­ 
low; but at the same moment Laoooon 
and one of his sons jierished miserably, 
two monstrous serpents having been 
sent by Hero out of the sea to destroy 
them. The Trojans, terrified by this 
spectacle, aud pcrsuadctl by the perfidi­ 
ous counsels of the traitor Sinon—who 
had been expressly left behind by the 
Greeks to give them false information— 
were induced to drag the fatal fabric 
into their city; and as the gato was not 
broad enough to admit it, they even 
made a breach in their own wall. Thus 
the horse was introduced into the 
; Acropolis ami placed in the Agora be­ 
fore Priam's Palace. 
But even now 
opinions were divided; many demand­ 
ing that the horse sin mid be cut in 
! pieces, others advising that it should bo 
J dragged to the highest point of the 
Acropolis and thrown thence oil tho 
rocks 
below. 
Tho strongest party, 
I however, insisted on its being dedicatee! 
j to tho goets as a token of gratitude for 
their deliverance. 
After sunset the Greek fleet returned 
to the shore of the plain of Troy and 
awaited the preconcerted signal. While 
the Trojans indulged iii riotous festivi­ 
ties Simon kimlied the tire-signal and 
assisted the concealed heroes to open 
the secret door in the horse's belly, out 
of which they descended. Tho city was 
now7 assailed from within and without, 
and was completely sacked and de­ 
stroyed, nearly the whole population 
being Aain. 
Priam, who had vainly 
sought shelter at the altar of Zeus 
Herkeios, was killed by Ncoptolcmus. 
His son Deiphobus, who, after the death 
of his brother Paris, had become the 
husband of Helen, was attacked by 
Ulysses ami Menclaus. 
He defended 
his house desperately, but was tinnily 
overcome and slain. Thus Menclaus at 
length w7on back his wife.—Dr. Bebite- 
tnann's Ilios.
